By disabilit retirements, and the retirement 

under the thirty years’ service law of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Fletcher, ordered this week, the number of 
vacancies in the grade of 2d lieutenant in the Army 
is increased from 90 to 97, with eleven vacancies 
still remaining on the limited retired list. Sbould 
these be filled by July 1 by retirement of line offi- 
cers, the total number of vacancies available for 
the graduates, non-commissioned officers and civil- 
ians would be inereased to 108. The graduates 
number 64 and the pvon-commissioned officers 17, 
leaving 27 for civilians. 
Nineteen of the several hundred candidates from 
civil life for 2d lieutenancies in the Army have been 
made happy this week by the receipt of letters from 
the Seceetary of War, authorizing them to appear 
in Washington on July 13 next to undergo examina- 
tion by the board, consisting of Lieut. Co]. Lawton, 
Majs. Davisand McArthur. The board will con- 
vene some time before that date to agree upon the 
mode of procedure, which will be largely governed 
by the rules laid down in G. O. 5, 1890. These 
candidates have been selected by the President and 
Secretary of War jointly after full consideration of 
the papers and interviews with the friends of the 
several hundred candidates. Another list will be 
selected after it is seen how many of the following 
are successful. Abont 25 in all will probably be 
appointed. In making these selections it will be ob- 
served that the Secretary of War has adhered closely 
to his expressed intention of giving just considera- 
tion tocandidates from the National Guard, State 
colleges and sons of Army officers.

WE are indebted to the courtesy of an officer of 
the U. 8S.

It shows 
clearly the extent of the damage snffered from the 


torpedo. 


Mr. Joun C. Ropssin Scribner's Magazine for June 
has some observations on “the war as we see it 
now,’’ commenting with sound judgment upon some 
of the mistakes made in its conduct. First was the 
neglect to take advantage at the beginning of the 
opportunity to increase the Regular Army toa force 
exceeding 100,000 men. Next was the failure 
upon the part of evén professional soldiers to appre- 
ciate the recommendations of sagacieus military 
men, Jike Sherman, on one side, and J. &. Johnston, 
on the other, who appreciated the magnitude of the 
contest. Another error conmented upon is the 
neglect of even such soldiers as Grant and Lee to 
make proper use of the cavalry arm. Cavairy were 
wasted in raids, Mr. Ropes thinks, but from this 
criticism is exempted Wilson’s raid, which was 
rather the march of an invading column. By send- 
ing off the cavalry, Hooker at Chancellorsville, and 
Lee at Gettysburg, deprived themselves of the eyes 
of their armies and invited the disasters that over- 
took them. Gen. Meade, on the contrary, employe: 
his cavalry with excellent judgment. Better use was 
made of the artillery, for the American soldier 
seems to take naturally to artillery. But the worst 
of al! mistakés was that of recruiting continually 
new regiments of volunteers, instead of introducing 
new material into the old to keep them up to the 
maximum. This system was lees prevalent at the 
West, and Sherman’s forces were at the maximum 
of efficiency in 1864, when Grant’s, at the East, had 
lost something of the efficiency which prevailed in 
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the Army of the Potomac at its high water mark of 
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1863. *Waile Grant, by his reckless and wastefu 
attacks, was throwing away bis veterans ten thous- 
and at atime, and, in fact, actually changing the 
very structure of the Army of the Potomac, his lieu- 
tenant in the West marched into Atlanta with prac- 
tically the same army with which he had set out 
from Dalton.” 

The development of the possibilities of steam und 
electricity during our war and the high credit due 
to the officers of our Navy for their efficient accom- 
plisbment of the double task of maintaining the 
blockade of an extensive coastand building up a 
Navy are things dwelt upon in this most valuable 
criticism. Mr. Ropes also presents an interesting 
comparison of Lincoln and Davis. The one, ignorant 
of war and warriors at first, gradually mastered 
the situation and his conduct of military affairs 
grew year by year more judicious and capable. 
Trained a soldier, Davis had the advantage in the 
beginning, but he knew too much to leave his Gen~ 
erals free to act as Mr. Lincoln finally permitted 
them todo. His preferences and dislikes interfered 
with the management of the military affairs of the 
Confederacy and with each year his peculiarities 
grew more and more pronounced. To this Davis’s 
apologists would reply that the exaggerated repu- 
tations of Johnston and Beauregard bave misled 
public opinion as to Davis. It is urged that Johns- 
ton owes his reputation more to the chivalrous 
compliments of his conquerer Sherman than to his 
own ability. 


Tae London Engineer for May 18, 1891, in the 
course of an extended review of the life of John 
Ericsson by the Editor of the Army anyp Navy 
JOURNAL, intimates that the views expressed by the 
biographer in reference to the celebrated Rainbill 
locomotive contest in 1829 are formed “largely from 
the favorable reports of the daily newspapers.” It 
s due to Ericsson’s reputation to point out that the 
report of the brilliant achievements of his 
Novelty engine do not rest upon the ephe- 
meral dicta of anonymous newspaper writers 
but upon the testimony of such acknowledged 
authorities in engineering science as Sir Charles 
Fox, E. A. Cowper, John Bourne, John Scott 
Russell and ©. B. Vignoles, and that the views 
of these gentlemen have been expressed in the En~ 
cyclopedia Britannica, Blackwood’s and Fraser's 
magazines, and standard engineering publications 
at various times from the date of the contest up to 
1984. This is clearly shown in the biography no- 
tived by the Engineer. The fact is that the two 
principal competing engines at Raighill represented 
the two great factorsin that development of rail- 
way engineering, which is the wonder of the world 
invention, namely, and thoroughness in construv- 
tion. Ericsson was tre forerunner of locomotive 
science; Stephenson of constructive skill. It is not 
to be wondered at that the authorities took the en- 
zine that worked with the greatest security, but it 
is also true that the wonderful performances of 
Ericseon’s engine demonstrated at one stroke the 
amazing capacities of steam locomotion. We doubt 
if there is any other branch of steam engineering in 
which the final result after years of close study is so 
ittle in advance of the embryonic condition as it is 
n locomotive building, and that distinction it owes 
to Ericsson's supremacy as an inventor, and 
to his appearance among the first builders. 














Our esteemed contemporaries of the daily press 
are so accustomed to depend upon the ARMY AND 
Navy Journat for information that they are &lmost 
ready to suspend publication because they believe 
that we have misled them in the matter of Gen. Scho- 
field’s marriage. Their distress in being thus left 
without a guide excites our most profound com- 
miseration. But they are much too exacting in their 
requirements. If they were as diligent readers of 
their Bibles as they are of the Associated Press 
*“*mapifolds,” they would learn that the wisest of 
men, King Solomon, included the relations between 
the sexes among the four thingsthat even he could 
not understand. We recall the fact that we once 
announced the engagement of & young officer, on 
the autbority of a letter from him requesting that 
we should doso. The announcement was promptly 
followed by a request from the young lady in ques- 
tion that we would state that there was no truth 
whatever in thereport. We should certainly “rather 
be might than President,”" but we prefer to be wrong 
in a matter of this sort rather than offend a proper 
sentiment of reserve. The simple fact is that Gen. 
Schofield, for reasons of his own, thought best to 
withhold the knowledge of his intention from his 
intimate friends, and it was their ignorance that 
misled us. 








Upon the question as to what should be the aver- 
age size of the soldier, Archibald Forbes, in a recent 
article, says: “‘Man for man, the moderate-sized 
sturdy recruit, perhaps even the sturdy little recruit, 
ig likely to make a better all-round soldier than the 
big fellow. He bas more endurance, he seems to 


carry his burden more easily, having less of bimsel 
to carry, and he is generally healthier. But your 
parrow-chested, ‘ herring-bodied,’ undersized gutter 
weed is pure trash on campaign; you cannot make 
decent ‘cannon fodder’ of a creature of this sort 
and it is of creatures of this sort that the ranks of 
the British Army to-day are full.” 








THE dedication of a new athletic field at Amherst 
College has been made the occasion of some com- 
ments upon the system of physical training re- 
vailing at their institution, which hasits cou’ er- 
part at Bowdoin. In an article on the Bowdoin 
system in the June Forum President Hyde of that 
institution lays down three axioms, “ first, the best 
exercise is that which reaches the largest number 
and does most for the weakest men; second, the 
best exercise is that which makes the hardest work 
attractive; third, the best exercise is that which 
most successfully co-ordinates body, mind and will.’’ 
These are excellent principles to keep in mind in 
considering the question of physical training at the 
Military Academy. President Hyde says: “ Devel- 
oping giants, lowering records, winning races and 
knocking out opponents are doubtless interesting 
things to do; but they are no part of that physical 
education, which the college aims to give to its 
students.”” The means of pbysical training at 
Bowdoin are military drills, club swinging, wrest. 
ling, boxing, single stick and fencing. Exercise is 
limited to half an hour a day during four days in 
each week from November to March. The amount 
of exercise is limited to the capacity of the weakest’ 
and the same amount of work is required of all. 
Before this system was introduced, says Dr. Hyde’ 
*‘ the enforcement of physical exercise ranked with 
the enforcement of attendance at church and chapel 
as one of the three thorns in the official flesh. Since 
then we have had no more difficuity in getting stu- 
dents to take exercise than in getting them to eat 
their meals.”’ 








SECRETARY Proctor has selected Troop H, 8tb, 
Cavalry, for station at Fort Myer, Va. This troop 
is now at Fort Keogh. General Miles has been in- 
structed to have it start East not later than June 30 
This will give Fort Myer a garrison of three troops, 
which eventually will be invreased to four. The ac- 
commodations for the third troop are rather limited 
at present, but new barrack buildings will be 
erected before cool weather approaches, so that no 
bardships will ensue. It was decided to have the 
new troop come East at this time as there was just 
about funds enough left from this year’s appropria- 
tion to pay for the transportation involved. 
Whether there will be any further changes after 
July Lremains to be seen. General Schofield’s re- 
commendation for an exvhange between the 9th 
and 10th Infantry is still under consideration by the 
Secretary of War. 








A most notable decrease in the number of deser- 
tions is shown by the returns for the month of 
May; in all 161 in an enlisted strength of 24,523, or 
less than one-half the number for May, 1890, and the 
lowest percentage reached within twenty-four 
years. No doubt many of the departures from the 
army resulting from dischares would, under the 
former system, have been included among deser- 
tions. 








it will be several months yet before the new drill 
regulations are issued to the Army. Those for the 
cavalry and artillery arein shape to be approved 
by the Secretary of War, but asthe review of the 
infantry regulations by Gen. Ruger has nut yet been 
examined by Gen. Schofield no steps toward publi- 
cation will be taken until his return to Washington. 








Tue New York Herald. iu a recent article on the 
best kind of shoes to wear, refers to a suggestion by 
M. Colin, a surgeon of the French Army, that rub- 
ber-heeled shoes might prove a great boon to sol- 
diers on the march, and says: “In forced marches 
the feet of infantrymen suffer so much from sore- 
ness and fatigue that more or less straggling often 
becomes inevitable and the movements of whole 
army corps are often retarded. As there can be 
little doubt that troops shod with rubber-heeled 
shoes would, ceteris paribus, outmarcb troops other- 
wise shod and reach the battlefield much less fa- 
tigued, it would seem to be good policy to adopt M° 
Oolin’s suggestions. An easy regulation shoe in the 
Army wight possibly do more to win great battles 
than any new gun that will ever be invented.” 








We have the satisfaction of announcing this week, 
in the naval G. O. M. Order appearing elsewhere, 
that Lieut.-Commander Henry W. Lyon, U. 8S. N., 
has been honorably acquitted of the charges 
brought against him in connection with the strand- 
ing of the tug Triana on the night of March 15, 1891, 
The specification was not proven “and the Court 
did thereupon fully aequit him.” 





THERE is said to be much dissatisfaction at the 
Soldiers’ Home at Erie, Pa., at the new regulation 
requiring pensioners to pay to the Home 80 per cent. 
of their pensions.

DECISION OF THE SECOND COMPTROLLER. 
USE DURING DAY OF CARS USED AS SLEEPERS. 


Tue Second Comptroller bas decided that officers 
travelling on ef without troops cannot under the 
act of June 13, 1890, be allowed payment for the use 
during the day of cars used ae sleepers at night. 
This poiat is eiaborately argued in a decision dated 
June 16, in which the Comptroller says: 

* Tam of opinion that these payments are not au- 
thorized by the act under the provisions of which it 
is claimed they were made. The amounts of all such 
charges will, therefore, be suspended by this office 
and the vouchers returned through vne Sevond 
Auditor's office to the paymasters who made the 
payments, for completion, t. ¢., to bave it plainiy 
represented on each voucher the number of nights 
the officer or clerk, as the case may be, was actually

ASSIGNMENTS OF WEST POINT GRADUATES. 


THE merit roll of the West Point graduating class 
is now before the Secretary of War, but as there are 
certain questions regarding the pbysical condition 
of several of the graduates to be settled, it will be 
some days yet before the assignments are made. Ac- 
cordivg to the reports of the medical officers five of 
the graduates are barred from appointment under 
existing regulations which probibits com missions be- 
ing issued to any one having defects of the eyes ne- 
cessitating the wearing of J It is understood 
however, that these effects will be waived, but be- 
fore doivg sv an amendment to the regulations will 

necessary. The question which recently came 
up as to the right of the Secret to make appoint-. 
ments to vacancies in cavairy and infantry arms, 
while additionals remained at ed to the engineer 
and artillery arms, bas been decided by the Attor- 
ney-general in the affirmative. After quoting the laws 
of Juve 1i, 1878, and June 18,1878, the Attorney-gene- 
rai says. “Under the act of 1886 the graduate may be 
promoted and commissioned ‘as second lieutenant 
in apy arm or corps of the Army in which there 
may be a vacancy, and the duties of which he may 
have been judged competent to perform,’ and in 
case there be no vacancy ‘in such arm or corps’ he 
may be commissioned * as an additional second lieu- 
tenant,’ ‘ until a vacancy shall happen.’ The words 
‘such arm or corpse’ although somewhat obscure in 
their relation, manifestly refer to the arm, the 
duties of which the graduate has been judged cow- 
petent to perform. It must be understood that. the 
vacancy, the happenings of which is contemplated, 
is a vacancy in the arm of the service in which the 
additional second lieutenant is then commissioned: 
A cadet baving been found competent upon —— 
tion to perform the duties ofa Goeignated erm of the 
service, upon being promoted and Commissioned as 
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remain in that brunch unless transferred by © 

of the President or at his own request; th ‘ore 
while an ‘additional’ second lieut t he is notin 
sueh a position:as to interfere with the assignment 
of su uent graduates te other arms of the ser- 
vice. Being assigued to and commissioned to serve 
ina specified arm, he must be held while he so re- 
mains, to be out of the way of appointments au- 
thorized by statute to be made in other branches of 
the service. In my opinion you are authorized to 
assign recent graduates, non-commissioned officers, 
and civilians to the cavairy or infantry to fill va- 
cancies existing in such branches, while the ‘ ad- 
ditionals’ referred to remain attached to the arm of 
the service in which they are commissioned to 
serve.

A TRAGEDY AT FORT MONROR,. 


MILITARY circles at Ft. Monroe were stupefied on 
June U by the intelligence that Mr. Thornton J. 
Hains,a son of Col. P. C. Hains, Corps of Eogrs., 
U. 8. A., bad, while out boating, shot and killed his 
young friend and companion, Mr. Edward A. Han- 
negan, son of Mr. Duncan Hannegan, of the Geo- 
logical Survey at Washington. Both were young 
men, were at Old Poiot Comfcrt on a few days’ va- 





cation, went out boating, quarrelled, young Hains 1863. 


drew a pistol and shot Hannegan through the heart. 
Hains then went to the Fort and surrendered to 
Col. Frank, who turned him over to the civil au- 
thority. The shooting occurred in front of the 
uarters of Col. Charles Bird, the Quartermaster at 
Monroe. Hains claims that the shooting was in 
self defence. Colonel Bird, U. 8. A.,and Commander 
Eyans, U. 8. N., who both witnessed the occurrence, 
testified before the jury as to their knowledge ef 
the occurrence, and the followiug verdict was ren- 
dered: “‘That the seid Edward A. Hannegan came 
to his death by a gunshot wound and that the fatal 
shot was fired by Thornton J. Hains, who was in the 
boat with him at the time.” 
: The remains of Hanvegan were taken to Wash- 
ngton.

234d Regiment; Gen. Varian in charge of the ord 
nance and commissary departments, with his able 
assistant, Col. Joseph G. Story. It is needless to say 
that. everytbing is in apple Fe order in these de- 
partments. Col. McGrath, of the inspector general's 
department, is again the inspecting officer; Capt. 
Fred Holmes, 28d Regiment, the inspector of drills, 
with Capt. N. B. Thurston, 224 Regiment, instructor 
of guard duty. Under the management of these 
offivers there 1s no possibility of a hitch or a break: 
tbe work is thorough and complete, and this tenth 
year of the occupation of the Peekskill camp promi- 
ses to surpass its predecessors. 


With 37 officers and 552 enlisted men, total 589, the 23d 
Reat., Col. Partridge in command, left its armory 7 
day, June 13, and ————e on the steamer 
reacbed the dock at Roa Hook at4.30 p.m. The weather 
wastimply delightful, and the command was in splendid 
condition, even after the fatiguing march up the bill. As 
the regiment entered the camp the detail from the Ist N. 
Rattery under Sergt. John G. Jansen fired the salute and 
the State and national colors were flown to the breeze. Even 
while the regiment was marching on to <he color line the Q. 
M.'s details were at work, and when the battalion was dis- 
inissed the regular issues of State property for the several 
companies were ready in the company streets, is was 
cue to the foresight and energy of Q. M. Geo. W. Hull, 23d 
Re at. + aod is well wortby of copying by other orgapiza- 
tuo 

The initial guard mounting must, under te circum- 
stances, be considered a succeas,even though it was not 
without flaw, but severe criticism on a first guard mount ia 
camp would hardly be fairto the regiment. Later this cer- 
emony will be discussed. The dress parade wasa fair exbi- 
bition of the work of the regiment, but the men were tired 
and the snap of the manual was wanting. 

Sunday was, as usual, quiet and uninteresting, the pee. 
ing guerd mount, the inspection ot quarters and the d 
parade being the only military 2 but at 455 4. Mm. on 
Monday morning the real work of the week began. Of 
course the moruing bours were occupied by tbe usual com- 
pany and skirmish drills. They wereto a certain extent 
slack aad loose, and more than one captain was given to un- 
derstand that sharp and close work would hereafter be re- 
quired, The field officers covered both fields, were close 
observers of the company duty, and were not slow to 
criticise the de:ects of the company officers. The guard 
mount was good, but the beat began to tell and the sudden 
change in temperature was marked. Still the command was 
out for work, as the companies were paraded for battalion 
drill at the usual hour, 9.25 A.M. At this time the thermom- 
eter at the hospital tent registered 91 deg Col. Partrid; 
wasin command with 10 cumpanies, 16 tull files, and the 
work was progressive, well sustained, and, though the heat 
was intense, the men stood sboulder to shoulder, After haif 
an hour’s good work in the schvol of the buttalion, the 
Colonel called a balt and turned over the command to Lieut. 
Col, Smith. The Cvlonel then presented a handful of cards 

to the new iostructor, asking bim to draw one. Col. Smith 
innocently complied and tound that on the card was a list 
of movements which he was required to illustrate and ex- 
plain. They were “Form columu of divisions to the right;

Waters was then given a chance to 
speculate, He drewucard and completed the work of the 
morning, but the heat was telling on the men and the 
movements were long drawn out. The principle is a good 
one, and later on Col, Partridge intends to test the quality 
ot his company commanders as instructors in battalion 
movements. Under this system the Colonel intends to cuver 
all the movements in the school of the battalion, including 
the skirmisb drill.

REORGANIZING THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 


THESE are busy times*at the Signal Office building 
in Washington, where Gev. Greely and his assistants 
are closing up affairs under the old regime, and 
making ready for the uew arrangement that goes 
into effect on July 1. On July 1 the headquarters 
of the purely military part of the present establisb- 
ment will be transferred to rented quarters on G 
street. near 15th, N. W., tbe present building at 24th 
and M streets being turned over to the control of 
the Agricultural Department as a part of the 
weatber service. Gev. Greely, Major Dunweody 
and Lieut. Glassford will continue to perform duty 
in connection with the weather service until the 
civilian bead and assistants of that branch have 
been appointed and broken in. After 7 1 Capt. 
Thompson, who is now in charge of the military sig- 
naling branch, will have his entire time taken u 
with World’s Fair matters, and he will be reliev 
of the former duties by Capt. Allen. He will, 
however, bave an office iu the new rented quarters 
on G street. Of the 50 sergeants of the new Signal 
Corps to be appointed, only 16 bave received their 
warrants, but 40 in all have been selected and the 
remaining 10 will be by July 1. About 26 per cent. 
of the men will be taken from the line of the Army. 





A MEMORIAL ADDRESS. 


Tue New Jersey Standard, Red Bank, N. J., gives 
an account of the proceedings in that vicin- 
ity on Memorial Der, including a full report of the 
speech of Gen. P.S. Michie, Professor of the Military 
Academy. * The chief feature, besides the decora- 
tion of the graves with flowers and flags, and the 
usual volley, was the address of Gen. P. 8. Michie, 
of West Point. Gen. Michie graduated from the 
West Point Military Academy in 1862,and was or- 
dered to South Carolinaas Assistant Engineer on 
Gen. Gillmore’s staff in the operations on Morris 
Island against Charleston. In 1864 he was appointed 
Chief Engineer of the Army of the James, com- 
manded by Gen. Butler, a co-operating army with 
the —— of the Potomac. He was the Engineer in 
cbarge of the Dutch Gap Cansel op the James River. 
He was rapidly promoted and in 1865 was a brevet 
Brigadier-General. In 1867 he wai appointed Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics at West Point. He has writ- 
ten several text books on higher mathematics, and 
is one of the best autborities on scientific military 
mattere. The sentiment of his address was so direct 
a blow at agnosticism, and breathed such a spirit ot 
patriotic fervor, that we print it in full.” 

The orator founded his eulogy of the dead upon 
the clearest expression of his belief in their present 
existence, saying: ‘‘ Thanks be to God there ir, deep 
in the hearts of the people of this land, a living faith 
in the Divine Providence of the Lord, the testimony 
whereof is shown in these memorial services, by

which we express our belief in the resurrection of 


the dead and our trust in the Father which art in 
—— 
peaking in theend of the Regular Army, Gen. 
Michie said: “It should foster and develop the mil- 
itary spiritand instinct and be ready to transmit 
them to the vitizen soldiery when they are mustered 
into the service of the nation for its defence. The 
life and soul of the lar Army is the West Point 
Military Academy. Its students come from the 
people, are there thorougbly trained in subordina- 
tion and discipline, and if fit, become officers of the 
Army. When we think of the mighty armies 
brought into service in the beginning of the war, al! 
of whose constituent parts were ignorant of every 
detail of organization, of guard, outpost duty, of 
marebings and manceuvriogs, of messing, camping 
and taking care of their health, we see that the 
silent work done for so -— 4 ears on the banks of 
the Hudson, before the possibilities of the war were 
even thought of, was of the greatest value and ne- 
ty to the nation. To that institution the coun- 
try is indebted for whatever of military knowledge 
its volunteer soldiers at the beginning of 
the war. Tothe high character, soldierly courage 
and noble virtues of the volunteers the graduates of 
West Point are indebted for their military fame and 
reputation.’

A farewell enter- 
tainment will be given Admirai Benbam and_his 
family upon the eve of their departure by a number 
of the officers.
